New Year Opened Sadly. 


New Year’s day in Italy is usually 
the oceasion of festivities and rejoicing 
as widespread as on Christmas. | Im- 
posing ceremonies are celebrated in the 
churches, where the people crowd to 
give thanks for past mercies, and to 
implore still further mercies for the 
new year. The king spends his day re- 
ceiving greetings from the foreign 
diplomats, his ministers and officials of 
state; the pope admits privileged hun- 
dreds to his mass, and during the re- 
mainder of the day receives good 
wishes. j 

But these ceremonies and the festal 
spirit were wanting today. Instead of 
rejoicings, Rome is filled with lamenta- 
tions; pictured on the countenance of 
all is grief for the destruction of two 
beautiful regions of the mother coun- 
try where thousands now lie dead. The 
flags fly at half-mast, ‘and the bells of 
a thousand churches ring not for the 
Te Deum, but toll sad knelis — for 
requiem masses. é 

King Victor Emmanuel .has been in- 
defatigable. He has shown wonderful 
activity and endurance, leaving no 
point in Messina unvisited. He has 
supervised the entire work in the fallen 
city, and his presence has infused new 
courage and energy into the rescuers 
and the survivors, hungry and wound- 
ed as they are. Often he is surrounded 
by.a crowd of victims, who, as thouga 
the sight of the king had restored their 
strength, cheer enthusiastically and 
shout: “We have a king; we have a 
protector.” 

A large number of soldiers have 
been landed from the various steam- 
ers arriving at Messina ang other 
stricken places, and efforts are being 
directed toward embarking the wound- 
ed refugees, who are crowding all 
‘available places. Some of these will be 
sent as far as Genoa. 

Giving With Generous Hand. 


A touching feature of the material 
aid offered by all classes of people in 
Rome is the donation of clothing and 
‘bedding, which the workmen are free- 
ly giving to collecting students. Re- 
ports from all parts of Italy indicate 
the same generous spirit. The king 
has placed the royal palaces at Naples 
and Caserta at the disposal of the in- 
jured. 

Princess Yolando, the /7-year-old 
daughter of the king, having had the 
reason for her parents’ absence ex- 
plained to her, carrieg about a contri- 
bution bok among her’ little friends at 
a party given in her honor at the 
quirinal this afternoon. She herself put 
in the box her first tiny gold ring, 
which was given to her on Christmas 
by her grandmother, Dowager Queen 
Margarita: her younger sister, Princess

Prince Umberto, the heir-apparent, 4 
years old, contributed a headless doll.

“The greatest street in the world is in 
America. London may have its Strand 
and Piccadilly, Paris its Bois du Bou- 
logne and Champs Elysses and Berlin 
its Unter den Linden.

ward the famous old street has stead- 
ily maintained its supremacy, which is 
more firmly grounded now than ever 
before. It is significant that one never 
hears an actor singing ‘‘Take Me Back 
to Fifth Avenue.” It’s always Broad- 
way. For all] that Fifth avenue has 
been written about and preashed 
against its fame, like that of any fash- 
jonable street, is transitory. Even in 
its palmiest days Fifth avenue repre- 
sented nothing characteristic except 
wéalth. Now business is rapidly driv- 
ing out the costly residences, forcing 
them into side streets and to the newer 
fashionable sections further uptown. 


‘Almost the entire lengta of the avenue 


below Central park is already given 
over to business and to the kind of busi- 
ness that keeps daylight hours—vffice 
buildines, wholesale salesrooms and re- 
tail uops. After nightfall it is com- 
paratively silent and deserted. 

Broadway, onthe other and, lives 
every moment of,. every twenty-four 
hours. When the daylight fades the 
electric lights begin to bathe jt in their 
brilliant glow. Mowhere else in tae 
world are’ such millions of lights used 
in outdoor illumination as along that 
two-mile stretch of Broadway between 
Madison square and Columbus circle, 
which: has come to be known as the 
Great White Way. And before tue last 
of these lights has winked itself out 
as the last of the all-night crowd turns 
its step homeward—or more likely ho- 
telward—the glow is brigat again in the 
east and a fresh army of tollers and 
pleasure-seekers is rolling down Broad- 
way to take up the burdens of another 
day. 

Broadway is a long street. It extends 
from the southernmost tip of Manhat- 
tan to its extreme northern point when 
the Harlem and the Hudson join to 
snut it off from the mainiand. This is 
a distance of some 14 or !5 miles. As 
a matter of fact the street retains its 
name and identity all the way along 
the eastern bank of the Hudson to Al- 
pany, 140 miles away. Along its course 
within the boundaries of the island it 
exemplifies every activity of the city 
and nation of which it forms a part. 
More tian 1,500,000 people live along 
it and 10,000,000 trips a’ day are made 
on foot and in vehicles adong and be- 
low its surface. Thirty mill! business 
transactions, involving amo s from 
a penny to millions of dollars, take 
place along it during every twenty-four 
hours. It is a business, shopping, thea- 
ter, hotel and residence street, afd as 
many a confirmed Broadwayite has dig 
covered it is possible to find almost 
every conceivable means of making and 
sp@ading money within its limits. 

Beginning at its course at the Bowling 
Green, where the Dutch burghers of 
New Amsterdam smoked their evening 
pipes and sniffed the salt breezes com- 
ing up the ‘bay, for the first half mile 


_of its length Broadway is the street of 


big business, the home of the t sts. 
Almost at its lower end, No. 26, is the 
Standard Oj] building, its twenty floors 
devoted entirely to the activities of the 
great ol] combination and its subsidia- 
ries. Along this part of the street are 
the offices of the big steambship com- 
panies, the steel corporation, the rubber 
trust and scores of other great aggre- 
gations of capital, representing un- 
dreds of millions of invested capital. 
Interspersed with these are banks, in- 
furance companies, lawyers’ and 
brokers’ ‘offices and all the varied ma-~- 
chinery required in the opefation of 
great financial undertakings. _ 
(Further up, between City Hall park 


and Union square, Broadway runs 
through the neart of the wholesale dis- 
trict. For some two miles it is lined 
with great merchandising establisn- 
ments in which are gathered the man- 
ufactured products of every part of te 
world. Above this jn turn the re- 
tail district. The crowds which, further 
down, consisted chiefly of men show 
as great a majority of women ag soon 
as Fourteenth street is passed and. the 
big department stores waich has suc- 
ceeded the wholesale establishments are 
tarongh with smartly dresseq shoppers. 

The, shopping “section of Broadway 
has been moving rapidly uptown dur- 
ing the past few years, and has crowd- 
ed out a number of hotels and theaters. 
Its northern limit: now is Herald 
square, at least, this is the location of 
the furthest uptown big department 
store. Here at Thirty-fourth street, 
too, is the most crowded spot in tae 
city or in the world. By careful ae 
Futation more than_ 1,500,000 persons 
pass here every day, and this numpb2-

Pennsylvania terminal is completed and 
the tunnels under the North and Hast 
rivers meet near by.

This is the region of no- 
jtels, restaurants and theaters. Long- 
acre square is the capital of this gay 
principality. Less than a century ago 
the cows pasturing on the peaceful 
acres of the old Astor farm were al- 
Jrost its only tenants. Now the great 
mass Of brick and stone which forms 
the new Hotel Astor stands on the site 
of the old farm house, twenty theaters 
are within a stone’s throw, and famous 
restaurants are gTeuped all about. 
More money is spent every day within 
the space of these half dozen blocks 
for food, drink and amusement than in 
any like area in the world. Longacre 
square is the core of the evening [life 
of the metropolis, where the lights 
fiash brightest, where the crowds of 
pleasure seekers are thickest; and 
where all that !s typical of the gay, 
careless, fashionable life is most in 
evidence. Following Broadway’s up- 
town course Onward One passes block 
after block in the regi@ém avdut the 
lower end of Central park, given over 
a'most entirely to the automobile in- 
dustry. “Gasoline alley,’ it is calied 
in the local vernacular. Still further 
north is the region of great apart- 
ment hotels, the homes of those resi- 
dents of the city who are among 
neither the richest nor the poorest, 
extending block after Block in struc- 
tures of towering height for several 
miles. Where the street begins to 
mount the heights that form thé 
northern part of Manhattan it enters 
upon another phase, passing great in- 
stitutions, the lofty arches of the Ca- 
thedral of St. John, the halls of Colum. 
bia university, and further up the Cotl- 
lege of the City of New York. Open 
spaces begin to appear. There are 
private residences, as well as apart- 
ment houses. Broadway here over- 
looks the lordly Hudson and the Pali- 
sades on the Jersey shore, and along 
this part of its course, from the upper 
heights to the northern end of tne 
island at Spuyten WDuyvil, will stand 
in the future. In all probability, the 
finest and costliest of New # York’s 
homes, residences of the fashionable 
wealthy. 

Broadway has two advantages which 
many other famous streets lack—a 
worthy beginning and ending. At its 
lewer end is Battery park, @® spot of 
greenery looking out upon the busy 
waters of the harbor, and at its uppe 
terminus is to be placed the beautifu: 
Hudson memorial bridge which wil! 
form a fitting gateway to the city 
from the landward side. Broadway 
will always be the street of spectacles 
and processions, the national parade 
ground and the national playground. 

Even in the matter of age, Broadway 
has no mean record. In the early days 
of the city it was the natural highway 
from the lower to the upper part of 
the island, since the ground on Doin 
sides, now occupied by skyscrapers, 
was then only marshland. Down to 
1642 the thoroughfare bore a succes- 
sion of appellations. First, it was 
celled simply the “main road.” Later 
ic became the public road,\the Hoog 
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Weg or highway. It was also called 
the Heeron Straat, or Street of tne 
Masters. From about #640 on, how- 
ever, it became generally Known as 
Broadway, although its‘@dentity was 
established much earlier. Perhaps in 
a2 way these early names correspondedg 
to the novel titles: given this much- 
nicknamed thoroughfare. Un SBroad- 
way it was that the first clergyman 
preached regularly in a little wooden 
church near what is now Pear! street. 
It was near what :is now Pine street 
that Colonel de Puyster, in 1695, built 
what was described as a ‘palaital 
three-story dweling mansion’ Forty- 
four y®ars later, in 1739, a public mar- 
ket house was erected in the middié 
of Broadway opposite Liberty street. 
It was a gigantic structure forty-two 
feet long and twenty-five feet wide, but, 
for sOme reason it was never popular. 
Of no other spot in the world are so 
many men abli® to say, “If I'd only 
bought that property thirt? years ago 
for a song, I'd be a millionaire.” ‘The 
story of Broadway is one of unnum- 
bered fortunes made by those who did 
and as the city moves north- 
ward it still applies. Back in 1692 lots 
on Broadway were sold as far as Ful- 
ton street for about $20 each. Today 
those same lots are worth a hundred 
thousand times the original cost. Pur- 
chasérgs were required to erect bulld- 


ings not less than two stories in heignt:.. 


and in sOme cases to cover the entire 
front of the lot. Today an owner of 
Broadway property who did not 410 
more than this voluntarily would be 
considered insane, so great aze rental 
values.

Police Board Chairman and Chief of Police Will Have. 
Policemen Read Constitution’s Illustrated” 
Auto Story.

“The Constitution never did a better 
giece of work than its illustrated story 
of this morning showing auto drivers 
how to go through crowded sections of 
the city so as to obey the law and at 
the same time avoid accidents.”’ 

This was the etatement of John J. 
Woodside, ohairman of the police board. 

“I shall direct the attentipn of my men 
to the article in The Constitution how 
automobdiles should fe run. It is a very 
timely and instructive piece of informa-

Chairman Woodside went further and 
sald: 

Should Be Read by Policemen. 

“I think the article in The Constitution 
should be printed in circular form and 
a copy placed in the hands of every 
member of the police force.

OVER NEAR BEER TAX 


At the conference held by Ordinary 4 protest of the dealers. The license must 


John R. Wilkinson, Governor Hoke 
Smith, State Treasurer Park and Attor- 
ney Walter R. Brown at the state capi- 
tol yesterday, four things were decided 
about near beer licenses: 

First, Judge Wilkinson will receive no 
more near beer licenses under protest; 
second, he will be allowed to turn over 
the license momey for 1906, obtaining the 
tréasurer’s receipt; third, the near beer 
dealers will bring the contest before the 
superior court with the idea of appeal- 
ing it to the United States supreme 
court, if decided against them;- fourth, 
Attorney R. B. Blackburhtt, for the near 
beer dealers, says the license is a hold- 


up, since the sypreme court of the state | 


has decided thd@t the sale of any malt 
beverage is ilegal. 

On Thursday the ordinary turned over 
to the state treasurer the license money 
for 1908, stating some of it wae paid 
under protest. He asked for a clear re- 
ceipt from the state treasurer, but tis 
was refused. At the conference it was | 
determined that he would be allowed the 
receipt, with the understanding that the 
ordinary receipted for the money under 
protest and cannot be held liable. 

Very few near beer dealers have paid 
the 1909 license. The ordinary cannot, 
however, now receive any money under 


be pald just-as other licenses are paid 
in this state. a 
The following statement regarding the © 
tax has been made by Attorney Black- 
burn, counsel for the near beer dealers: 
“We shall claim that the brew the deal- 
ers sell is neither a substitute for or an 
imitation of beer, but is a nonintoxicating 
malt beverage, and so does not come 
under the terms of the act levying a 
tax,’ said Mr. Blackburn. “The jury wil! 
ibe called on to.settle that issue of fact 
Should it decide against us, we shall al- 
peal to the supreme court of Georgia, 
and then.to the United States supreme 
court, ’ # 
“Did the tax protect the dealer, no 
complaint would. be made, but it doesn't. 
The man who pays it simply pays for t.:- 
privilege of putting up his sign and tell- 
ing the authorities where they may ar- 
rest him. The state is licensing a thing 
which the court of appeals has decided 
is illegal—namely, any malt beverage. , / 
‘‘Under this ruling, the sale of any neai 
beer, so-called, is illegal, and yet the 
state holds up the dealers for a tax. It 
is a hold-up game. Did the state speci- 
fy the percentage of alcohol, and give 
protection to dealers who didn't sell 
above that percentage, no complaint 
would be made. As it is, there is no ne- 
cessity for a dealer to pay the taxes.”

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MANAGER FLEMING GIVES. 


FACTS ABOUT PEACH CROP 


I M. Fleming, of the Georgia fruit 
exchange, gives some very interesting 
figures of the results to the state of 
last year’s peach crop as compared with 


‘what should have been realized, show- 


ing tremendous losses which could have 


been turned into profits. 

Talking with a party of business men 
he stated that the 1908 crop in carload 
lots exceeded 6,000 cara, and the peaches 
allowed to go to waste on account of 
low prices could conservatively be esti- 
mated at 500 cars, or a total of 6,500 
cars. 

This quantity of fruft could have been. 
marketed at prices in the market equai 
to $2 a crate, with a working plan of 
distribution, whigh means 500 crates per 
car, or $1,000 per car, equal to $6,- 
500,000. The transportation of am 
average of $250 per car, Or one-fourth 
deducted, shows that over $4,500,000 
should have come back to the 
growers of the state. This does not take 
into account the express shipments, or 
product of canning factories. It is con- 
servatively estimated that the 1908 crop 
brought back to the state less than one 
million dollars, and the loss of over 
three million dollars is properly attrib- 
uted to lack of proper methods of mar- 
keting. 

Cannot Realize Value. 


The intelligent“ thinking’.element of 
the growers have reached the con- 
clusion that they can bring. to perfec- 
tion the finest crop of fruit here in Geor- 
gia that can be raised in the world, but 
they cannot realize the money value on 
the crop when they deal with the mar- 
kets of the country as individuals, They 
have reached the point where they have 
to admit this, however much it might 
hurt their pride as intelligent business 
men and the whole key-note of the 
Georgia fruit exchange is sounded in 
this one principle—that you cannot ig- 
nore the demand and its geographical 
location; for any product, in planning 
for marketing that product. In other 


words, Georgia furnishes the supply 
of peaches during latter May, June and 
July, and the demand for them is in 
the markets of the west, north and east. 

If one intelligent business man owned 
or grew the entire crop of Georgia he 
would use his talents in placing that 
crop where supply and demand meet 
in equal ratio. In the past the crop 
of Georgia has been marketed not by 
one head, but by as many heads as 
there are commercla] peach growers in 
the state, with the necessary consequent 
results, of each one acting on his beat 
judgment, decides each day that the 
highest market is the logical one, and 
they all meet there, as with one accord, 
and there is no market. f 

A small market. of three cars con- 
sumptive capacity daily might send out 
a wire from each of its several com- 
mission houses today showing peaches 
selling at $2.50 per crate: twenty equally 
intelligent growers might. and naturally 
would receive this telegram, and being 
each as intelligent as the other, but 
having no meang of conferring, would 
decide to try for that $2.50 price. The 
consequence is that market receives 10 
to 1% cars instead of 3, what they could 
sell at $2.50, and in the meantime some 
nearby overstocked markets like New 
York or Philadelphia have already 
dumped, by express or car lot ship- 
ments, such a supply as causes panic 
prices and loss to all—and so it goes. 

It is the one and principa] purpose of 
the Georgia fruit exchange to act as the 
one man controlling the output dally, 
and it stands out clearly that it fs not 
only to the interest of all growers to 
join wholly and heartily in this move- 
ment, but it is his dutv to himself and 
to the uplift of his neighbor and state. 
It i@ inconceivable that one man or set 
of men could refuse this cooperation al- 
most as a unit by this movement, which 
was inaugurated by growers Only, and 
the affairs controlled absolutely by them 
in such a. fair way as no one grower, 
large or small, will get any advantage 
over another.

Sale of Fertilizer Tax Tags 
May. Yield That 
Amount. 


An effort is being made by the de- 
partment of agriculture to sel a suffi- 
ecient number of fertiliser tax tags to 
give to each of the eleven district agri- 
cultural sehools $2,000 to start off their 
schools, which will open this monta. 
The jaw recently passed by the legisia- 
ture gives to these schools for their 
maintenance and support all of the pro- 
ececeds derived from the sale of these 
tags, except the actual expenses of .«..e 
department. 

With the approach of the new year 
the sale of fertilizers throughout. the 
State opens up generally, and as each 
sack sold in this state has to be in- 
spected and properly tagged, there is 
now a great demand for these tax tags. 

These agricultural schools, supported 
in this way, are to act as feeders for the 
Agricultural eollege at Athens. 

In addition to the regular a@gricul- 
tura topics taught at these schools, spe- 
cia siress will be laid upon cattle reis- 
ing and dairying and similar farm in- 
dustries. in cotton seed meal mixed 
with hulls, Georgia has the cheapest 
as well as the best cattle feed on the 
market, and this is being generaNy used 
in all of these schools in the conduct 
and operation of the cattle raising and 
dairying departments. 

These schools also conduct scientific 
soil tests to determine which fertilizer 
will give best results, and so far that 
commercial < fertilizer which contains 
ectton seed meal as the source of nitro- 
gen has proven the most beneficial] and 
satisfactory, and will be generally used 
at all of these agricultural schools. 

Ti is expected that checks for $2,000 
will be mailed to each of the eleven 4g- 
ricultural schools during the first week 
in January, as the sale of fertilizer 
tags continues quite large.

15,000,000 Pounds of Dark Tobacco 
Sold. 


Hopkinsville, Ky., January |.—Ajfter 
an all-night session between representa- 
tives of the Imperial Tobaceo Company, 
ald the independent buyers and the 
Planters’ Protective Association, terms 
were today agreed upon which will re- 
eult in the sale of 15,000,000 pounds of 
dark tobacco. The Imperial had hith- 
erto objected to close packing in the 
hogehead and the association agreed to 
put no more than 1,500 pounds in each 
hogshead. Thig is the first considerable 
sale of Kentucky’s dark crop, and will 
be ratified shortly. 


Describing a modern powder plant 
and the dangers incident to the indus- | 
try, Popular Mechanics for January, in 
an illustrated article, says: 

“The most interesting part of a dy- 
namite plant ds the nitrator buiking, 
and in it occur fully 75 per cent of the 
explosions which make the business s0 
dangerous. The nitrator, in which the 
nitroglycerine is made, consists of a 
large lead-lined tank containing coils 
through which cold water is circulated, 
and a mechanica] stirrer which insures 
en immediate mixing of the charge. 
The cause of so many explosions in the 
métrator building is the partial decom- 
position of the charge in the nitrator or 
separator. The charge becomes heated 
as the decomposition starts, and if the 
condition continues for any length of 
time it results in en explosion, which 
wrecks the building and usually kills 
the two men in charge. To guard as 
much as poseible against this danger, an 
immense tank, which stands directly un- 
der the nitrator and separator, is 
full of water. If the temperature rises 
and is apparently getting beyond con- 
trol.the entire charge is drowned in 
thie tank, cooling so quickly that an 
explosion is usually averted. ;

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SLEW SECRET SERVICE MAN. 


Government Sleuths Were Investi- 
gating Coal and Land Frauds. 


Washington, January 1.—A case involving 
the use of secret ‘service men in ancther de- 
partment of the government than the treas- 
ury is that of the United States v. Willlam 
R. Mason and Joseph Vanderweide, of Colo- 
rado, which has just been docketed in the 
Supreme court of the United States. Mason 
and Vanderweide are charged with the mur- 
der of one Josenh A. Walker, who, with 
other secret service men, was employed by 
the department of the interior to iInvesti- 
Bate alleged coal land frauds in Colorado. 

While engaged in such investigation in 
1907 they undertook to enter a coal mine 
in La Plata county, of that state. Three of 
the men found admission to the mine 
through an airshaft, which they descended 
from the surface by means of a rope. Walk- 
er was left on the outside to keep watch 
and protect his associates against intrusion. 
While he was thus employed Vanderweide 
and Mason appeared on the scene and in an 
exchange of shots Walker was killed by 
Vanderwelde. It was contended on behalf of 
the government that the killing was the re- 
sult of a conspiracy to prevent the in- 
spection, while it was asserted by Vander- 
weide and Mason that they had not known 
of Walker’s presence at the mine until they 
came upon him there. They asserted that 
Walker had fired first and that his shoot- 
ing by Vanderweide was in self-defense. 

The case against them was first tried 
in the state district court of La~ Plata 
county and they were discharged. The gov- 
ernment took the case to the United States 
district court for the district of Colorado, 
but that court also released the prisoners on 
the ground that it was without jurisdiction, 
the killing being a state offense. If re- 
tained in its regular order the case will not 
be reached for a year or two, but it is 
probable that the department of justice wil! 
ask for an advancement of the proceeding 
with the hope of obtaining a decision dur- 
ing the present term.

TO MAKE FIGHT 
FOR STATEHOOD 


New Mexico and Arizona Will 
Renew Their 
Efforts. 


WaShington, January !.—New Mexico 
and Arizona are preparing for another 
brilliant dash for statehood after th 
close of the holliday recess. This time 
they will cooperate, but the effort will 
be for two states, instead of one. Both 
territories are hopeful of success, New 
Mexico has been trying for almost 
sixty years to get into the union, and 
Arizona for almost half of that time. 
At the beginning of a session Of con- 
gress their labors are renewed. So iar 
they have been doomed to disappoint- 
ment, largely owing to the feeling 
among conservative eastern senators 
and representatives that the territories 
are not prepared for statehood. This 
objection, the friends of the pending bills 
contend, has gradually grown smaller 
and smaller. 

President Roosevelt has indicated 10 
Governor Curry, of New Mexico, and to 
representatives of Arizona that he wil: 
use this best efforts to further both 
bills during the short session, and both 
territories have large and _ infiuential 
lobbies at work for them. Western sen- 
ators and representatives generally fa- 
vor the bills, and will urge that they be 
taken up in both the senate and the 
house.as soon as possible. 

Unquestionably, however, many of the 
clder senators and members are still 
unconvinced of the desirability of cre- 
ating two new states, and the fact that 
only sixty days of the session remain, 
is strongly against them. 

If they are to succeed it will be neces- 
sary for them to have practically the 
unanimous support of both houses of 
congress.

STEAMER BURNS 
+ AT SAVANNAH 


Flames Discovered in ‘<After- 
Hold of Norwegian 
Steamer.

Sevannah, Ga, January !.—With fire 


eating through her cargo of papereand ' 


carbides, the new fre:ght and passen- 
€er-steamship Texas, Captain Pederson, 
bound from Christiania, Norway, to, 
Havana, Cuba, put into the Savannah 
river this morning, and throughout the 
day chemical engines from the Savan- 
nah fire department and fire fighting 
tugs fought to save the vessel from a 
total loss, — ‘ 


The fire was discovered yesterday 
afternoon, when t Texas was 1900 
miles off Tybee ligh . Captain Peder- 


son at once changed his course for the 
Savannah river with the hatches down 
and steam pouring into the after hold, 
where the blaze was fiercest. The ves- 
se}s mate was brought from quarantine 
on a United States tug and took back 
with him to the steamer that had come 
15 miles up the river, the chemical 
engines of the  kocal fire department, 
loaded on lighters. When the fire was 
uncoveted further assistance was called 
for, and three tuzs equipped with fire- 
fighting apparatus went to the steamer. 

After eight hours of struggling the 
fire was apparently as dangerous as at 
first. At intervals firemen, overcome by 
the fumes from the carbides, were car- 
riéd wut of the hold unconscious, white 
frequent exmlosions ._of carboys 
with carbides endangered the lives of 
those who rémained. 

The Texas carried fourteen first-class 
passengers, including five womern and 
three children, who were transferred iv 
the United States harbor cutter Tybee, 
and brought to Savannah. The Texas 
is of. 5,500 tons burden, and is on her 
maiden voyage. She was built in Ber- 
gen, Norway, and is owned by Norway 
and Mexican Gulf Steamship Company. 

The passengers were informed of the 
fire soon after its discovery,- but there 
Was. no panic, thou'rh the passengers 
could see the smoke escaping from the 
hold.
